eace starts at home 


There is an element of absurdity tinged with a strong dose 
of sheer insult in Israel Premier Rabin's declaration that Israel 
is ready to sign an aU-encompasing peace treaty with the Arabs, 
coming as it does while Israeli military policemen in the thou- 
sands have covered the occupied West Bank territories in their 
latest effort to supress the waves of protest there. 

Travellers from the West Bank Monday told the Jordan 
Times that there are now nearly as many Israeli policemen and 
army troops as citizens in Nablus, and the A2 Haram A1 Kudsi 
holy district m Jerusalem (site of the A1 Aqsa and Dome of the 
Rock Mosques) is similarly blanketed by uniformed, armed sol- 
diers and policemen of the Israeli occupying authorities. 

In Nablus and Ramallah, troops stand on rooftops, while 
others chase 9-year-old schoolgirls through the streets of the 
cities to catch and arrest them. Their crime : resistance to the 
Israelis, protests against the Israeli court ruling allowing non- 
Moslems to pray at Al Aqsa Mosque, and taking part in a 
popular uprising against the occupying power. 

For this, special Israeli military courts are fining the stu- 
dents sums of up to several hundred dollars each, while the 
Arab population has decided to uniformly defy the fines, refuse 
to pay bail money and remain in jail for however long that is 
necessary. 

On top of the special military courts, the Israelis may well 
find they have to build more prisons to house all the school- 
children they are throwing into jail. 

This is the backdrop to Premier Rabin's call for a peace 
treaty with the Arabs, and it brings up the old saying that one 
should watch what they do and not what they say. What the 
Israelis are doing is acting as themselves and showing their 
true colours. They are not here to make peace with the Arabs. 
They are here as the embodiment and instrument of vague 19th 
century Zionist dreams once articulated by a disenchanted Vien- 
na journalist-lawyer. Until the Israelis are honest enough with 
themselves to admit they do not know what they want in the 
Middle East and how much land they covet, they will go around 
beating up some Arab schoolchildren, and jailing the rest. 

This is the fact and reality of life on the Israeli-occupied 
West Bank this week, and before Mr. Rabin starts making 
pleasant sounding statement^ about peace with his neighbours, 
he should first do something about peace with the Arab people 
he now has in his prisons. / V

Antiquity dealers to submit 
records of possessions 


AMMAN. — Antique dealers 
will have to submit records of 
all the antiquities in their 
possession to the Department 
of Antiquities by April 16 or 
suffer the penalties provided 
by the law, Mr Ya’quib Ovies, 
the Director of Antiquities an- 
nounced on Monday. 

The records should include 
a list accompanied with pic- 
tures of all antiquities in the 
dealers’ possession, the places 
where they were discovered 
and how they reached the 
hands of their present owners. 
The date of purchase and the 
price paid for each item should 
also be mentioned. 

This is in conformity with 
article 25 of the 1976 antiqui- 
ties law no. 12. Any person vio- 


lating the above mentioned law 
will be liable to a 2-month to 
2-year term in prison and to a 
30 to 200 dinar fine. In addi- 
tion, the antiquities in ques- 
tion will be confiscated. 

Article 25. stipulates that 
such records should be subm- 
itted no later than two mon- 
ths from Feb. 16. The same 
law has forbidden all dealings 
in antiquities as of that date 
and revoked all existing licen- 
ces.

the University of Jordan. 


Jordan, India to

Conservation: trick or treat?

It is interesting to see how certain golden 
rules are twisted around by businessmen for 
commercial purposes. Examples on this can 
be quite entertaining for the observer. 

It is known that “saving” is an ethical 
virtue, and many countries encourage people 
to save in order to facilitate investment. Eco- 
nomically, saving is abstension from spend- 
ing and consumption, or that part of current 
income which is not consumed in the current 
period and postponed for consumption in sub- 
sequent periods. Businessmen during sale 
days encourage customers to jpab this price- 
cut opportunity by using the slogan, "Save 
— buy now.” This slogan includes two con- 
tradictory acts at the same time. 

Another rule of thumb says "the customer 
is always right," or "give the customer what- 
ever he wants.” In economics, the consumer 
(not the customer) is assumed to be rational 
in his purchases of the commodities which 
give him the highest attainable level of utility 
at the lowest possible price. In the language 
of business, the customer is “right" or “ra- 
tional” as long as he buys from the shop. 
The shopkeeper convinces the customer that 
whatever he wishes is available. 


I do not want to sound adversar 
"environment deanlines" or to “const 
tion.” They are sound principles and we 
watchdogs to tell us that we go beyonc 
safety mark. But to carry on against 
essential activity for the sake of ket 
clean is not always right, nor is it al* 
done in the most innocent manner. It 
trick capitalised on by the other int 
groups who appeal to such principle 
achieve their own ends. 


It is known that industrialised com 
suffer from pollution, which is one o 
by-products of industrialisation. Would 
countries condemn their industries in 
to save the environment? Of course 
instead they are looking for ways and d 
to minimize pollution. The necessity c 
dustry by far exceeds the quixotic cri 
environmentalists. 


However, marketing trickery has often 
been thought of as a practice confined to 
merchants and not to countries. Yet, surpris- 
ing as it may seem, some countries have been 
using words and acts of wisdom to sell to 
or prevent purchases from other countries. 


In 1972, for instance, the Alaska oil 
line was stopped because the environs 
list lobby succeeded in rallying sufficien 
port to block it. After the costs of e 
went up, and the feasibility of the pi] 
became too attractive to resist, environ 
alists were hushed, and the pipeline U 
going through. 


For instance, the United States Govern- 
ment has tried to block the success of Con- 
corde under the false guise of noise pollution. 
It is claimed that Concorde is so noisy as to 
jeopardise the peace and quiet of the people 
Irving near -airports. If pollution is such a 
problem, then why not stop using the jumbo 
jets which eject equally poisonous smoke ? 

Other countries have tried to limit Japan’s 
whale hunting industry under the pretext of 
conservation. Beef in Japan is abhorringly

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PUBLIC NOTICE 


The Overseas Citizens Voting Rights Act of 
1975 (Public Law 94-203) provides that all U.5. na- 
tionals living abroad shall have the right to register 
to vote and to cast their ballots in any Federal elec- 
tion, general, special or primary, provided each meets 
the qualifications and requirements of the State in 
which he/she is registering, that he maintains no 
domicile in any other state, and that he possesses a 
valid passport or card of identity. The State in which 
a person registers will either be that of which he is 
a domiciliary or, if he has no domicile in the U.S., 
the one in which he last resided before he left 
the U.S. 

The 1975 Act requires that an application for 
registration be received by State election officials at 
least 30 days before election day in order to bq given 
consideration. Absentee ballots must be received by 
State officials no later than the time the polls are 
closed on election day in order to be counted.
